Czechs Buy 
Train Seat 
To Freedom 


Engineer, 107 
Passengers Cut 
Through Curtain 
GERMANY — (AP) — A 


Czech locomotive " engineer 
made a successful dash today 
across the border to the free- 
dom of West Germany, bring- 
ing with him 107 passengers 
in three train cars. 


The train was en route from 


Eger in Czechoslovakia to Asch 
near the-West German border. 


"When the train neared Asch, It 


detoured on another track so that 
it could continue to Selb-Plesz- 
berg, West German border station. 


The locomotive engineer told 


surprised West German border po- 
lice that he wanted to stay in West 
Germany along with 20 of the 107 
passengers. 


20 to Stay 


The engineer said the other pas- 


sengers' except for the 20 wanted 
to go back to Czechoslovakia, 


West German and Czech author- 


ities conferred soon afterwards in 
an effort to arrange for a new en- 
gineer to come over the frontier 
and return the "fugitive" train. 


It was the most unusual po- 


litical escape in the Iron Curtain's 
history. 


Remain at Station 


Most refugees slip across the 


frontier clandestinely on foot. 


Selb-Pleszberg is approvimately 


25 miles southeast of Hof. 


The engineer and his passengers 


remained in the railroad station 
while border police held their con- 
ference. 


The train consisted of a locomo- 


tive, three express passenger cars 
and a baggage car.

Fear for Safety

southwest, and when she failed to 
make an appearance, there were 
fears for her safety. She hac 
started out in a dense fog ane 
there had been no sight of her 
when the fog lifted.

Confusion, attended her arrival 


at Sangatee, compounded bx. the 
excitable French, who mistook her 
for a Danish swimmer, a woman 
who had not yet started the try 
from England. 


The San Diego typist stalked 


out of the water and onto the iso- 
lated little Sangatte beach to the 
cheers of a handful of French 
children and their parents. 


Didn't Break Record 


Miss Chadwick was breathing 


easily. Her body .was coated heav- 
ily, wittf- the' grease to protect her 
from the channel's icy tempera- 
ture. . 


She was disappointed when told 


she had not broken the record set 
by Tom Blower of Britain—51 
minutes faster than Miss Chad- 
wick. 


"Oh, I'm sorry." she said. 
She boarded a motor yacht then, 


and was bundled into blankets and 
surrounded by. hot water bottles. 
She fell asleep in no time at all, 
and slept all the way back across 
the channel to England. 


She had been sick six times dur- 


ing the swim.

She swam it from east to west 


last year. 


More than 200 have tried the 


England to France swim and only 
five have succeeded. 


Two hours after she entered the 


water last night she breathed in 
some exhaust fumes from an ac- 
companying motor boat. Her fath- 
er, Richard Chadwick, who was 
aboard one of the escort boats, 
saw her retch several times.

Bu- 
reau county recently adopted this 
work week and it has been in 
operation in Whiteside, Winne- 
bago and Stephenstm counties for 
more than a year.

Mrs. Simpkins had 
died, 


struck her with a whisky bot- 
tle. 


Although authorities b e l i e v e 


that Baxter in a drunken rage 
struck Mrs. Simpkins with other 
objects, Baxter said that he "was 
so drunk" that he "couldn't re- 
member" using any other Instru- 
ment. 


Returning Here 


The statement was signed in the 


jresence of Sheriff Charles Rede- 
laugh, Chief of Police Frank 
Tyne, and State's Attorney Morey 
Pires. All had gone to Council 
Bluffs late last night to serve a 
murder warrant obtained by Pires 
resterday. 


They obtained the confession 


from Baxter this morning and 
started on their return to Dixon 
about noon today. They were ex- 
pected to arrive with their prison- 
er about 9 o'clock tonight.

Tyne, Baxter in his confession to- 
day aaid that he went to Johnson, 
who gave him money to "get out 
of town." He, -Baxter, had request- 
ed Johnson to return to the Simp- 
kins home to "see what I had 
done." Johnson, said Baxter, waa 
to communicate with him later. 


Cabbie Gives Tip 


It was Dixon Owl cab driver, 


Arthur Mills, who furnished Sher- 
iff Redebaugh with the first tip 
linking Johnson with Baxter. He 
told authorities that he drove the 
pair to Sterling early' Sunday 
morning, a few hours after the 
crime had been committed. 


Baxter's flight included stop* at 


Clinton, Cedar Rapids, and Council 
Bluffs, where he was nabbed about 
midnight Sunday. He was kept in 
the Council Bluffs jail on a felony 
warrant and waived extradition to 
Illinois in a hearing granted him 
Monday morning.

on the land than to remove it. 


A. L. Lang also points out that 


grain stubble seeded to legumes 
should be clipped before about 
Sept. 10. Later clipping will weak- 
en the young legume seeding so 
that it may winterkill Either a 
mower or cornstalk shredder can 
be used for clipping. 


There has been some confusion 


about whether it's better to re- 
move straw or leave it. Another 
Midwestern 
agricultural college 


recommends clipping and rentov- 
ing stubble immediately after har- 
vest. This method gave a 14 per 
cent increase of red clover and 
alfalfa the year after seeding 
compared with leaving the clipped 
stubtrte on the field. 


However, Lang points out that 


this 14 per cent increase in hay 
yield amounted to only 280 pounds. 


In contrast, when the straw was 


left on the land, crop yields on ail 
Crops—not just legumes alone— 


were worth an extra $13 to 126 
per ton of straw. These are 1947 
50 averages from two Illinois col 
lego of agriculture soils fields in 
Cumberland and Franklin coun 
ties. 


Lang says clipping is an espec 


ially good method of controlling 
weeds. But don't clip sweet clover 
It's only a biennial, and clipping 
by Sept. 10 will kill it. 


Dairyman Uses 
Mower to Prevent 
Shorts in Fence 


URBANA—Here's a neat tip on 


pasture management for dairy- 
men, 
relayed by University of 


Illinois dairy specialists: 


They say Joe Einwick, Kane 


county dairyman, has his pasture 
fenced off in five lots. When he 
changes the cows from one lot 
to another, he cuts a couple of 
hwaths with his tractor mower 
along the fence all around the 
pasture. 


This plan keeps the grass from 


growing: up into the electric fence 
and short-circuiting it. Another 
advantage—the cows ichsh the 
liner hay, especially if it's cut the 
day before. The dry hay praobably 
helps to prevent bloat too.

Most Americans take their capitalist economy for grant- 


ed. But in Europe, even where it is still fairly well entrench- 
ed, capitalism is under a cloud. Many Europeans gee it as 


. the enemy of social welfare and progress. 


Yet too few of them have understood that the capitalism 


they have known is vastly different from the brand we live 
under. Theirs has usually been marked by low wages, short- 
sighted profit policies, and cartels which fix prices and pro- 
duction quotas. Ours has been distinguished in recent dec- 
ades by vigorous competition and imaginative expansion of 
production.

- Our enterprisers haVe moved ahead adventurously, tak- 


ing risks, while European capitalists generally have sat by, 
trying to hold what they had. 


Seen in this frame, the gains of socialism in Europe are 


«easier to understand. The peoples of Europe have been turn- 


ing away, not from an American-style economy, but from a 
backward system which so far has stubbornly declined to 
adapt itself to their needs.

It's probably foolish of me to 


stick my neck out, but I'm never- 
theless about to do so. I be- 
lieve that not one bridge player in 
a thousand will think of the cor- 
ject defense in the hand shown 
today. Try it, and ace if you're 
the exception. 


West opened the jack of hearts, 


and dummy won with the ace. A 
low club was returned from dum- 
my, and East wisely put up the 
jack of clubs to return a trump. 
South put up the ace of trumps 
and led another club, which West 
had to take with his ace. 


Now, suppose you pick the best 


lead at this point from the West 
hand. You can look at the whole 
hand, and even that won't help 
you unless you're wide awake. 


While you're thinking, just see 


what happened when West actu- 
ally returned 
a 
second heart. 


South won with the king, ruffed 
a club in dummy, and ruffed a 
heart in his own hand. He then 
ruffed another club in dummy, 
cashed the ace of diamonds, and 
ruffed a diamond in his own hand. 
Then he laid down the king of 
spades and led his last club. West 
could take the queen of spades, 
but no more. 


Mind you, West thought of ruff- 


ing the third or fourth club with 
his queen of spades, but- that 
would have done him no good. He 
also thought of discarding dia- 
monds to be in over-ruff position

At the party was Mrs. Simpkins 


the murder victim. Baxter told 
how he had danced with a "Lucille 
Willis" until Mrs. Willis' husband 
started an argument with his wife 
He then left the party, Baxter 
said, and went to his home. 


Loses Money 


Arriving home Baxter said that 


lie discovered the loss of some 
money and immediately contacted 
the Autrey home and was told to 
call Mrs. Simpkins. 


Baxter said that he did call Mrs. 


Simpkins and was told to "come 
over" and the money would be re- 
turned. He went there, he said, and 
stated that Mrs. Simpkins became 
abusive and threatened him with 
i knife. He was cut on the third 
'inger of his right hand in the 
altercation. 


It was then that Baxter admit- 


ted striking Mrs. Simpkins with 
a whisky bottle, a bottle which 
Mrs. 
Simpkins 
reportedly 
had 


brought home from the party. In 
the fight, Baxter said that a lamp 
was knocked over and that the 
home was plunged into darkness. 


Another Man? 


Baxter also told Council Bluffs 


authorities that there was an- 
other man with Mrs. Simpkins 
when he paid his first call. Police 
are still checking that angle. Mrs. 
Simpkins, once divorced, was re- 
married and her husband, Robert, 
was 
reportedly vacationing in 


Arkansas at the time of the 
ragedy. 


Baxter said that he left the 


murder scene for his room, then 
dlscoveraing his hat missing, re- 
urned to the Simpkins home to 
obtain it. He gained entry through 
a window by breaking a glass, he 
said. The door bore a night latch 
and was locked after he had de- 
>arted the first time, Baxter said. 


He stated that when he entered 


he home, about 6 a.m. he did 
not find his hat nor did he see 
rtrs. Simpkins, It was while en- 
ering the home the second time 
that he was observed by two 
neighbors, Miss Anna Bryant and 
Mrs. 
Slmpinks' ex-husband, Rich- 


ard Jessie. Both remonstrated with 
him, but did not check further. 


Find Body 


Mrs. Simpkins body was found 


about 11 a.m. by Daniel Autrey, 
the party .host, and Herbert 
Reeves, Indianapolis, Ind., who 
called at the Simpkins home for 
'one more drink." The sheriff's 
office was Immediately notified.

The compromise, worked out by 


Truman's top economic controls 
officials at the committee's orders, 
goes into the hearings unblessed 
by either Truman or by the con- 
trols experts who wrote it.

Discovery May 
Double World 
Food Supply 


BALTIMORE, (AP)—Someday 


the world's food supply may be 
almost doubled through the chem- 
ical isolation of amino acids, the 
world famous discoverer of vita- 
mins A and D said yesterday. 


And because one of the greatest 


problems facing the world is a 
limited food supply In the face of 
a constantly rising population, the 
work of Dr. Elmer V. McCollum is 
regarded as of outstanding sig- 
nificance. 


The Johns Hopkins university 


professor emeritus of biochemistry 
is being honored hero, at a two- 
day international symposium on 
vitamins. 


Continued Work 


At an interview, Dr. McCollum 


said he Is working on a separation 
of amino acids in pure form from 
protein substances. 


When combined properly with 


protein foods, certain amino acids 
Dermit the body to use nearly 
:wice as much of the proteins as 
previously—in effect virtually cut- 
ting in half the necessary amount 
of food required. 


At present', however, pure amino 


acids, priced at between $250 and 
$1,500 per pound, are available 
only in small amounts. And only 
six of 23 known vaneties can be 
separated. 


"Building Block*" 


Dr. 
McCollum 
described 
the 


acids as "the building blocks of 
the human body." They are the 
nd products of digested meat, 
eggs and other proteins. 


Besides trying to separate these 


acids, Dr. McColIum's research is 
aimed at finding ways of pro- 
dding them at reasonable prices 
n large quantities. 


His work is being financed by 
he Robert Gould Research Foun- 
lation of Cincinnati, co-sponsors 
rf the symposium with the Hop- 
kins school of Hygiene.

Income Not Only 
Factor in Cost 
Of Family Food 


URBANA—Your Income is not 


the only fact that determines how 
much money you spend for food. 


So says Mrs. Ruth C. Freeman, 


family economist. University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture, who 
summarized 166 farm family ac 
count records for 1950. 


"Families tend to spend more 


for food as their net cash income 
increases, but many individual 
families in the summary group re- 
versed this procedure," she says 
For example, about one-half of the 
families in the $4,000 to $9,000 in- 
come group spent less than the 
yearly average—$165 per person. 
And only about three-fourths of 
the families in the $1,000 to $4,000 
bracket kept their food costs be- 
low the 4 $165 average per person. 


Why? Mrs. Freeman says it 


may be the amount of farm-raised 
food, careful selection and good 
management, ages of children, 
amount of entertaining, gifts of 
food to children away from home, 
and family tastes. 


If you want to cut corners on 


food costs, examine those facts, as 
well as the distribution of your 
income.

WASHINGTON —(AP)— Sec- 


retary of Agnculture Brannan told 
a meeting of agricultural editors 
yesterday there is resentment in 
the cities against farm prices and 
policies.
